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INTRODUCTORY ADDRESS. 


HOUGH the Title-page of this little work migh 

be thought ſufficient to announce its nature and 

contents, yet a few words of explanation and apology 
cannot be deemed improper. 

In viewing the PicTuRE of the BxrtTisn R- 

PRESENTATION, there 1s one feature peculiarly 


prominent, and highly deſerving of attention, —namely, 
the s YSTEM of PRIVATE PATRONAGE, or the 


Influence poſſeſſed by Peers and Commoners, which 
renders the condition of the Houſe of Commons 
practically as follows :—

Hence it appears that a majority of 99 members 
in 513, are returned by this ſyſtem of patronage ;- a 
ſtatement that will doubtleſs create conſiderable ſur- 
priſe, at the ſame time there is no reaſon to ſuſpect 
its accuracy :—to the beſt of our knowledge it is a 
true and un-exaggerated ſtateme at: but if in any 
inſtance we have erred, by attilbuting a patronage to 
any Nobleman or Gentlemen, of which he 1s not poſ- 
ſeſſed, let the reader conſider whether, in corretting 
the miſtake, he can do any more than eraſe one name 
for the purpoſe of inſerting another, which, as party 
ſuggeſtions are here entirely out of the queſtion, can - 
not make any ſubſtantial difference —for, if the peo- 
ple have loſt the command of the Repreſentation, it 
is of no conſequence what particular ſet of men may 
have obtained it: Or, if there ſhould appear any 
place uninfluenced by the patron there named, or by 
any patron whatever, ſtill let it be examined whether 
ſuch place do not come under the deſcription of being 
compromiſed by political parties: if ſo, it is equally 
aken away from the ſervice of the people, though it 
may not be given to the controul of an individual ; and 
of one of the Members, at leaſt, who.may owe their 
return to a compromiſe, may it not be ſaid, — Does 
he not owe has feat to a Par RON 
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The patronage is here divided under two heads 
Nomination and Influence, and attributed reſpectively 
to Peers and Commoners, 

By Nomination we with to have underſtood, 
that abſolute authority in a borough which enables 
the patron to command the return, Theſe, in gene- 
ral, are the private property of the patrons ; or have 
the right of voting veſted in a ſmall corporative body, 
the majority of whom are his immediate dependants. 

By Influence we wiſh to deſcribe that degree of 
weight acquired in any particular County, City, or 
Borough, which accuſtoms the electors on all vacan- 
cies to expect the recommendation of a candidate by 
the patron, and induces them, either from private in- 
tereſt, or from incapacity to oppoſe, to adopt him, 
becauſe he is ſo recommended. 

This diſtinction appeared neceſſary, becauſe there 
are many places where, though the will of the patron 
1s conſtantly complied with, 1t would ſeem too harſh a 
phraſe to ſay—that he can command. 

It cannot. be improper to notice the power of the 
Houſe of Lords in matters of Election, which has 
been prodigiouſly increaſed within the laſt twelve 
years, by the creation of FouRTEEN PEERS, who 
return, by nomination and influence, no lefs than

THIRTY-FOUR Members to the Houſe of Com- 
mons.* Now if the interference of the Lords in the 
election of Commons be, as the latter uniformly de- 
clare, a hi infringement of their liberties and pri- 
vileges, then theſe liberties and privileges have, of 
late been ſubject to the moſt alarming and frequent 
attacks. 

The Tnfluence of the Treaſury may occaſion ſur- 
priſe to find it apparently ſo limited ;—but this is a 
ſpecies of influence not ſubject to any dirett proof. 

The number of electors are given to each place, as 
far as they could be obtained; but any nice attention 
to accuracy on this head is eſſentially obviated by the 
following conſideration, namely, that by the partial 
and unequal manner in which the maſs of eleftors-is 
divided, ſuch a proportion of the 513 Repreſentatives 
is returned to Parliament by a few, as renders it ot 
little conſequence by how many the remainder is 
elected. If 3 perſons be choſen by zo, and 2 by 
4970, though undoubtedly the 5 are choſen by 5000, 
Aill it will hardly be contended that ſuch a diſtribu. 
tion of the elettors does not effectually take away 
every advantage of popular repreſentation. Two hun- 
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® Sce the table containing the increaſe of the Ariſtocra» 
tic branch of the Legiſlature ſince the year 1784, 
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dred and fifty members, being a majority of the Com- 
mens of England, are elected by 11,075 voters, on 
little more than the 170th part of the people, ſuppo- 
ling them to be only two millions. 

It was our wiſh to have made a further addition to 
this work, by ſtating the income of perſons in both 
Houſes of Parliament holding official ſituations :;— 
This was found to be impratticable—for though we 
might have given a liſt of many ſalaries from fifteen 
kundred to fifteen thouſand pounds per annum, yes 
the private emolument and patronage annexed to ſuch 
ſituations, were, like the Influence of the Treaſury, 
not ſubjett to any direct proof.
